MOUNTAIN  SNOW  (Kell.  1937)  Snow  on  the  mountain  top,  just  before  sunrise!  A  glistening  white  that  car¬ 
ries,  in  its  faint  blueness,  a  memory  of  the  night  just  past,-  a  white,  touched  at  the  heart  with  the  pearly  pink  tint 
of  the  coming  sun.  This  is  the  tall  white  seedling  (K.34-8)  that  delighted  many  visitors  last  season.  The  broad  S.

A  flower  of  ex¬ 
ceptionally  fine  form  and  carriage,  smooth  warm  white 
in  color;  large,  with  flaring  F.;  a  stalk  tall  and  well- 
branched,  carrying  15  blooms.

CLARA  NOYES  (H.  P.  Sass  1930)  We  are  glad  that  our 
customers  liked  Clara  as  well  as  we  did.  At  least,  they  bought 
and  bought,  so  that  if  we  have  even  one  bloom  this  year,  visitors 
will  see  it  as  a  crinkled,  low-growing  apricot  mass,  which  is 
really  the  most  charming  blend  imaginable  of  pink  and  orange.

Planting  may  be  done  either  in  the  spring  or  after  the  blooming 
period,  being  sure  to  keep  them  well  watered.

BLUE  CHARM  (Sass  1927)  Charming  in  tone,  charming  in

These  poppies  give  us  such  great  splashes  of  color  in  the  June  garden  —  that  one  can  well  believe  the  garden  artist 
used  a  broad  palette  knife.
